REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant's Request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action 
under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application 
is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 10 March 2009 has been entered. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's submission of a further Information Disclosure Statement [IDS] on 10 March 
2009 is hereby acknowledged. The prior art publications cited in the IDS neither disclose nor 
suggests the modification of an amino acid sequence having at least 95% identity to the JP170 
type subtilase amino acid sequence set forth in SEQ ID NO:1 herein. Instead, the submitted 
prior art discuss no modification of a subtilase amino acid sequence, and the subtilase amino 
acid sequence disclosed is that of the Ya subtilase amino acid sequence set forth in SEQ ID 
NO:7 of US 6,803,222, made of record with the communication mailed 12 March 2008 herein, 
which shares only 90% identity with SEQ ID NO:1 herein. Claims 55, 59, and 61-65 as they are 
amended in the communication mailed 16 December 2008 are accordingly allowed herewith.
